Tor the past ten days there Has been 


a good deal of hammering in the t'uion 
Savings Bank building, in connection 
with the Western Union Telegraph of- 
fico improvements, as announced at the 
time Mr. (iamble went East. 


To-day we had the pleasure of look- 


ing over the ground, after the removal 
of tho dead and wovmded in the way of 
debris. The people of Oakland do not 
know what an important institution it 
is that we are about lo describe in brief. 
In the lirst place, Oakland lias the only 
school, so-called, separate from the 
regular business offices of the uTeat tele- 
graphic incorporation in theUnitcd States 
This innovation was begun some months 
ngci, partly nt the instance of ]!. 1!. 
Bates, the local agent, who desired to 
give instructions to outsiders on a, more 
liberal scale than the regular offices gen- 
erally admit, and with the entire co- 
operation of Superintendent Gamble, 
who has taken an unusual interest in it. 


The success of the school has suggest- 


ed the oftic.o improvements in question. 
In addition to the regular office on the 
first floor, n space has been set apart di- 
rectly overhead, on the second floor, of 
about 12 by 3(1 feet in dimensions. The 
first department on elite-ring,-contains 
the battery for the entire house,and one 
instrument. Passing into the larger de- 
partment, we h'nd :i room elegant- 
ly fitted up with Brussels carpet,
